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(for which he there received a ſevere Reprimand from a Perſon in great 
Authority,) whether it may not reaſonably be ſuppoſed Sir-Fonatharn to 
be a Jacobite, who preferred ſuch a Man to preach before ſuch an Audi- 
tory? Likewile his Son, Sir Gemmitt R—— d, pays double Taxes tor 
not taking the Oaths to their Preſent Majeſties, and keeps one", Hare a 
Non-{wearing Parſon for his Chaplain, who quitted two Preferments ra- 
ther than he would comply to take the ſaid Oaths. 


8. Sir Jonathan R——ad lately going from the Jacobite Rendezvous 
at Bath, to Briſtol-Fair, and being in company of Mr. John Bub, the late 
Sheriff and others, began K. Fames's Health ; and whether this may recom- 
mend him to be choſen Lord-Mayor by all ſuch as would be thought 
Friends to the Preſent Government ? | 


9. Sir Jonathan R — —d keeping near an hundred Pounds of Diſſenters 
Money, due. to the Crown, in his hands forabove ten Years, till Captain
